AREA FAVORED 


Estimate Board Tenta- 
tively Approves Retail- 
ers’ Plan to Spend $1,- 
000,000 on Each if City 
Acquires Land. 


A proposal by the Associated 
Retailers to construct two 1000-car 
garages in the downtown district, 
with the city acquiring the sites 
by condemnation and downtown 
merchants underwriting construc- 
tion, was tentatively agreed to by 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment at a meeting with the 
Traffic Committee of the Asso- 
ciated Retailers at City Hall today. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann ap- 
pointed a committee composed of 
City Counselor George P. Stemm- 
ler, Director of Streets and Sew- 
‘ers Arthur C. Meyers and Comp- 
‘troller Louis Nolte to work with 
the retailers’ committee on the pro- 
—posal. The garages would cost 
4 bout $1,000,000 each, 
 W.H. Semsrott, manager of the 
retailers’ organization, said his 
traffic committee had investigated 
ownership of several sites within 
a quarter-mile of Seventh and 
Locust streets and found that 
ownership of all was so compli- 
cated as to make early acquisition 
by private interests virtually im- 
possible. The city, with its power 
to condemn, could obtain the nec- 
essary sites at an early date and 
at reasonable cost. 

Department Stores for Plan. 

Under the proposal, the city 
would lease the sites to the re- 
tailers’ organization, which would 
go ahead with construction. Sems- 
rott said the heads of the three 
large department stores had con- 
curred in the plan to underwrite 
construction. 

The committee estimated that 
small parking fees would be suf- 
ficient to pay operating expenses 
and amortize construction costs 
within 20 years. The garages, one 
in the area north and one south 
of Locust street, would be in- 
tended for use primarily by shop- 
pers rather than for all-day pur- 
poses. 

City Counselor Stemmler was 
directed by the Mayor to look into 
the legal aspects of the retailers’ 
proposal. Comptroller Nolte com- 
mented that he thought there 
would be no serious legal obsta- 
cles to the plan. 

Immediate Solution Urged. 

Ralph Weil, 
Weil Clothing Co. and a member 
of the traffic committee, told the 
meeting the problem required im- 
mediate solution, with congestion 
becoming increasingly acute since 
the end of gasoline rationing.

7,000,000 TROOPS TO GET

Greatest Mass Inoculation to Offer 
Test for Civilian Use, 
Army Says. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)—

developed influenza vaccine will 
have been administered to 7,000,- 


000 troops within the next few 
weeks in the “greatest mass vac- 
cination against influenza ever at- 
tempted.” 

A spokesman for the surgeon 
general said the new vaccine of- 
fered a definite degree of protec- 
tion against two common types of 
influenza. He said it eventually 
will be made available to civilians, 
but he couldn’t say when. 

The vaccine has provided such 
protection against influenza types 
“A” and “B” which the army says 


“have been the main causes of the 
disease encountered in recent. 
years.” 

The surgeon general’s represen- 
tative said that while there is no 
guarantee that the vaccine would 
offer protection against an epi- 
demic of the 1918 type, the mass

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 8— 
The State Missouri River Valley 
Authority Survey Commission, 
without reaching a decision as to 
the advisability of creation of the 
proposed MVA, this afternoon 
agreed that basin-wide co-ordina- 
tion for utilization of water re- 
sources in the valley should be 
undertaken by a regional author- 
ity with retention of state’s rights. 

With six members of the seven- 
member commission present, 
agreement was reached as to cer- 
tain prefactory facts before de 
ciding whether the final report of 
the commission, to be made bv 
Dec. 1, would be in favor or 
against establishment of an 
MVA. 

The principles agreed on were 
presented to the commission by L. 
T. Berthe of Charleston, a non- 
legislative member, who also sub- 
mitted as his own report a state- 
ment opposing creation of anMVA 
as set forth in the Murray bill 
now before Congress. 

Principles Are Given, 

Berthe’s principles, as adopted 
by the commission, were: 

“The basin-wide co-ordination 
for control and maximum prac- 
tical utilization of water re- 
sources, including conversion of 
potential water power into pooled 
electrical energy available for pub- 
lic use at cost, it recognized as 
sound public policy. 

“We are agreed that this cannot 
be successfully undertaken by in- 
dividuals, local or state govern- 
ments or private industry and, as 
applied to any river basin, it is 
regional and not national in scope. 

“It may therefore be properly 
assigned and executed by a 
regional authority created for and 
restricted to the accomplishment 
of that specific purpose. Thus re- 
stricted, the authority could not 
constitute an invasion into the 
fields of endeavor heretofore re- 
served under our form of govern- 
ment for development of resources 
by individuals, states or local gov- 
ernments of private industry.”

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TROOPS FIRE ON MONARCHIST 
CROWD AT BUCHAREST PALACE 


Communists Break Up Demon- 
stration Honoring King’s 
Birthday. 

BUCHAREST, Romania, Nov. 8 
(AP) — Troops machine-gunned 
crowds demonstrating before the 
royal palace today in defiance of 
a government order prohibiting 
celebrations of King Mihai’s 
twenty-fourth birthday.

German Law Offered as War 
Crime Trial Defense. 

LUENEBURG, Germany, Nov. 
8 (AP)—Prof. H. A. Smith of Lon- 
don University law school con- 
tended yesterday that 45 SS. 
guards charged with killing or 
mistreating prisoners at the Bel- 
sen and Oswiecim concentration 
camps were innocent of war 
crimes because it was their duty 
to obey the “national policy” of 
their country. 

Appearing for the defense, Smith 
said concentration camps were es- 
tablished in 1933 as a “part of 
the national policy for degradation 
and extermination of the Jewish 
race,” and that the accused were 
“bound by German law to do their 
duty.” 

“Whenever there is a conflict be- 
tween international and domestic 
law, it is the duty of a citizen to 
obey the law of his country,” he 
contended.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
A Senate-House committee today 
denied to Senator Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, the right to look into Navy 
Department files in search of 
what Brewster said is a missing 
message bearing onthe Pearl Har- 
bor disaster. 

Brewster’s motion that he be 
given authority to look through 
the files was defeated on a five-to- 
five tie vote, the chairman, Sen- 
ator Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, 
told reporters after a closed meet- 
ing. 

Barkley said the committee also 
rejected, six to four, on a party di- 
vision, a motion by Senator Fer- 
guson (Rep.), Michigan, to post- 
pone the start of public hearings 
from Nov. 15 to Nov. 23. 

The committee’s action came 
shortly after President Truman 
had ordered that the committee 
must be supplied with any infor- 
mation it desires. 

His memorandum, to department 
and agency heads, as well as to 
the joint chiefs of staff, follows: 

“Section three of the concurrent 
resolution creating the joint con- 
gressional committee on the in- 
vestigation of the Pearl Harbor 
attack reads as follows: 

“‘Section Three. The testimony 
of any person in the armed serv- 
ices, and the fact that such person 
testify before the joint committee 
herein provided for, shall not be 
used against him in any court 
proceeding or held against him in 
examining his military status for 
credits in the service to which 
he blongs.’ 

“In order to assist the 
committee to make a full and 
complete investigation of the 
facts relating to the events lead- 
ing up to or following the ac- 
count, you are requested to au- 
thorize every person in your re- 
spective departments or agencies 
if they are interrogated by the 
committe or its counsel, to give 
any information of which they 
may have knowledge bearing on 
the subject of the committee’s in- 
vestigation. 

“You are further requested to 
authorize them whether or not 
they are interrogated by the com- 
mittee or its counsel to come for- 
ward voluntarily and disclose to 
its committee or to its counsel 
any information they may have 
on the subject or to its inquiry 
which they may have any reasons 
to think may not already have 
been disclosed to the committee. 

“This directive is applicable to 
all persons in your departments 
or agencies whether they are in 
the armed services or not and 
whether or not they are called to 
testify before the joint commit- 
tee.”

“There is only one justification 
for the establishment of a _ uni- 
versal military training program,” 
Patterson said. “It is needed to 
give the United States security 
and to make it possible for us to 
underwrite world peace. That is 
the only basis for asking that 
every young American give a year 
of his life to such training.” 

Button-Pushing Belief. 

Patterson said many people 
“have convinced themselves that 
all we shall need in a future crisis. 
are a supply of atomic bombs and 
a competitive handful of trained 
men to push the buttons that will 
set off the bombs.” 

But, he added, he knew of “no 
responsible military authority who 
shares that belief.” 

“On the contrary,” he said, “all 
are agreed that the bomb’s capa- 
city for destruction and the sud- 
denness with which it can strike 
enormously increase the need for 
maintaining in every section of 
the United States trained citizen- 
soldiers capable of swift mobiliza- 
tion in the event of an atomic or 
airborne attack.” 

No Non-Combatants. 

He said no one knows ultimate 
potentialities of the new weapon. 
“But we know enough to know 
that it has made war more terri- 
ble and more total than ever be- 
fore.” 

“There would be no non-com- 
batants in a future war; every 
man, woman or child would be in 
the danger zone,” he said.

Deputy Chief of Naval Operations Attacks 
Plan for Single Defense 
Department. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
V. Adm. Charles M. Cooke Jr. said 
today that if the United States 
Army and Navy had been operat- 
ing under a single department 
they might not have won the 
war. 

The deputy chief of naval oper- 
ations told the Senate Military 
Committee in prepared testimony: 

“It is my belief that not only 
would the supervision of the war 
have been less efficient, but tak- 
ing into consideration the proba- 
bility of a seriously hampered 
growth of the Navy during the 
past 20 years, we are confronted 
with the very real possibility that 
the victory would have been de- 
layed for several years, or that we 
—— not have won the war at 
all.” 

Cooke said that “during this 
greatest and most complex war in 
all history, the United States has 
been singularly blessed by the cor- 
rectness of the strategic decisions 
reached and actions taken in 
Washington. 

“The decision of no one of the 
United 
prevailed in all cases, but the chief 
of staff dealing with a matter pri- 
marily in his particular field, has, 
I believe, usually been right.” 

Operation “in a Vacuum.” 


He declared the service integra- 
tion plan advocated by the War 
Department “would be more than 
revolutionary, it would be almost 
cataclysmic” in its effect on the 
Navy. 

Under the plan, he said, the 
chief of naval operations “would 
be in charge of an organization 
operating, in a large degree, in a 
vacuum, divorced from contacts 
with field forces and field com- 
manders.” 

The chief would be “one-fifth of 
the proposed Wnited States chiefs 
of staff, the authority of which 
organization would be confined to 
recommendations only on military 
strategy, tactics and budget re- 
quirements,” Cooke said. 

The proposals, he added, “allow 
the Navy to retain a so-labeled, so- 
called ‘fleet air arm.’ The ‘fleet 
air arm’ is what was allotted to 
the British Navy by the Royal Air 
Force at the end of the first World 
War. 

“As we all know, the British 
Navy entered this war with a 
Navy almost fatally defective in 
its air arm and had to come to the 
United States Navy to get aircraft 
with which it could defend its 
ships from air attack and contend 
on even terms against a modern 
navy as possessed by the Japanese. 
The development of a British air- 
sea offensive power was out of 
the question.” 

Suggestion by MacArthur, 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur has ex- 
pressed his belief that “the pro- 
fessional heads” of the armed serv- 
ices should sit in as _ ex-officio 
members of the President’s cabi- 
net. 

MacArthur’s suggestion is in- 
cluded in a transcript taken by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff special 
committee, which interviewed top 
Army and Navy leaders on a pro- 
posal to set up a single depart- 
ment of national defense. 

The transcript, made public by 
the Senate Military Committee 
that is considering Army-Navy 
merger plans, quoted MacArthur 
as saying at Leyte Dec. 3, 1944: 

“T believe that the professional 
heads of the services should be ex- 
officlo members of the Cabinet. 
They should be present at all cab- 
inet meetings without power of

MacArthur said military depart- 
ment leaders “have suffered 
frightfully in the past” because 
they did not know what went on 
in the Cabinet sessions.

Allocation to educational pur- { 


poses of more than 40 per cent of 
all state tax revenue last year 
demonstrates th important place 
education holds in the State gov- 
ernment, Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
told the convention of the Missouri 
State Teachers Association today 
at Kiel Auditorium. 

The chief executive's address on 
“The Teacher and the Govern- 
ment” followed a talk by Roy 
Scantlin, state superintendent of 
public schools on “Education Un- 
der the New Constitution.” 

The first general session of the 
association's annual 3-day conven- 
tion here opened today with an 
invocation by the Rev. Patrick J. 
Holloran, president of St. Louis 
University and a speech of wel- 
come by Philip J. Hickey, super- 
intendent of instruction in the 
St. Louis public schools. More 
than 6500 teachers from through- 
out the state are in attendance 
and public schools in city and 
county are closed today and to- 
morrow. 

Gen. Chennault to Speak. _ 

At the next general session this 
evening, Senator James W. Ful- 
bright of Arkansas will speak on 
“Peace Through Education.” The 
third. general session tomorrow 
morning will hear an address by 
Gen. Claire Chennault who led 
the Flying Tigers in China, Divi- 
sional meetings will take place 
this afternoon and tomorrow after- 
noon. 

Gov. Donnelly, in his address, 
said our forefathers realized that 
if their great experiment in human 
freedom was to succeed those who 
participated in this government 
would have to be a well-informed, 
educated people. “And so educa- 
tion itself has had a direct bear- 
ing upon, and relationship to, our 
free institutions in America from 
the very beginning of this nation, 
he said. 

The tremendous expansion of 
government in recent years with 
its greater need for competent 
personnel has made for a closer 
relationship between school and 
state, he said. /In this relation- 
ship, he poi out, the function 
of the teacher takes on a para- 
mount importance, for, if the free 
teacher fails to function, the dem- 
ocratic state as such ceases to 
exist. 

Duty of the State. 

“We see (in the community of 
interest between state and school) 
concrete acceptance of the fact 
that if democracy implies the 
acknowledgment of civil duties 
and responsibilities upon the part 
of all individual citizens, the state 
must do its part in providing the 
proper educational background.” 

The governor closed his address 
with a plea for an educational sys- 
tem “that will be the pride of our 
state and nation.” 

“In doing this,” he said, “let us 
always remember that the gtrong- 
est bulwark a free, democratic 
state can have is a well-informed, 
educated citizenry. And let our 
‘schools themselves reflect the 
great truth that neither education 
nor freedom can exist, one with- 
out the other.” 

Scantlin, speaking on “Educa- 
tion under the new Constitution,” 
called attention to the _ serious 
problem of school housing. “We 
have probably $40,000,000 of new 
schoo] buildings that should be 
erected in Missouri at this time,” 
he said. 

Pointing out that the same limi- 
tation on bonded indebtedness un- 
der the old Constitution is con- 
tinued under the new, he declared 
the General Assembly would do 
well to take part of the $20,000,000 
surplus now in the treasury and 
make it available for school build- 
ing construction, 

Referring to the work of the 
legislature in implementing the 
new Constitution, he said all such 
legislation affecting education 
must originate in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Education which is 
working closely with the State De- 
partment of Education. 

Committee’s Plan. 

The plan of the committee is 
to handle first the bills necessary 
to bring present laws into har- 
mony with the new Constitution. 
This will require changes in about 
150 sections of the statutes affect- 
ing education, he said. Bills re- 
lating to the new State Board of 
Education, tax limitations and the 
liquidation of county and town- 
ship interest funds have already 
been introduced and probably will 
become effective by next July, he 
said, adding that laws affecting 
kindergartens, ages of school chil- 
dren, area vocational schools and 
adult education remain to be writ- 
ten. 

He expressed the opinion the 
new appointive state board of edu- 
cation provided for in the new 
Constitution endowed with the 
power to appoint a commissioner 
of education and, through him, to 
direct the public schools of the 
state would enable Missouri to 
make progress in this field. 

He recommended a _ thorough- 
going reorganization of the frame- 
work of the school system to pro- 
vide adequate schools in rural 
areas and urged a greatly expand- 
ed program of vocational edu- 
cation,

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Work of Non-College Army Men 
Up to Top Standard, Teachers Hear 


They Are an Untapped Source of Material, 
Says Director of. Examinations for 
Armed Services Institute. 


The tremendous untapped source 
of college material revealed in 
the men who participated in the 
educational program of the armed 
forces was described today by Dr. 
Ralph W. Tyler, chairman of the 
department of education at the 
University of Chicago, to the mem- 
bers of the Missouri State Teach- 
ers’ Association. 

The group addressed by Dr. Ty- 

ler was the division of college and 
university education, one of five 
divisional groups that met this aft- 
ernoon in Kiel Auditorium as part 
of the annual convention of the 
association following the first gen- 
eral session this morning. 
Dr. Tyler, who served as direc- 
tor of examinations for the Armed 
Services Institute, said that the 
program included 60 per cent of 
men who had never planned to go 
to college and who. could not have 
afforded to do so. Yet their work, 
he said, was up to the standards 
of the highest-rated universities. 

That a large number of these 
men were interested in general 
and liberal education was shown, 
he said, by the position of social 
studies and English as second and 
third in popularity of courses. 

Professionalization Urged. 

Five steps needed in the pro- 
fessionalization of teaching were 
outlined by Dr. Willard S. Els- 
bree, professor of education, 
Teachers’ College, Columbia Uni- 
versity, before the division on ele- 
mentary education. 

The steps were listed by Dr. 
Elsbree as: instituting higher en- 
trance standards in the profession 
comparable to those obtaining in 
other learned professions; selection 
of promising talent early and fos- 
tering it; a serious effort to have 
teachers portrayed in a more fa- 
vorable light in movies, plays, 
radio and press; a more active 
role by the profession in com- 
munity, state and national affairs, 
and stronger teachers’ associa- 
tions, particularly at the national 
level. 


| 


Dr. Ruth Streitz, professor of 
education at Ohio State Univer- 
sity, spoke before the same group 
on “Priorities of Peace.” She as- 
serted the elementary school has 
never seriously or vigorously. at- 
tacked the problem of educating 
the child as a citizen of his own 
country or the world. 

Quoting John Dewey, philoso- 
pher and educator, that “elemen- 
tary schools must become minia- 
ture democracies in action,” Dr. 
Streitz emphasized the duty on 
the elementary school of teaching 
children how to live together and 
understand one another. 


Postwar Challenge, 


One of tomorrow’s challenges to 
secondary education was described 
by Dr. Nelson L. Bossing, profes- 
sor of secondary education at the 
University of Minnesota, as a cur- 
tailment of the entire program in 
an attempt on the part of citizens 
to achieve economy after the huge 
sums spent during the war. One 
of the first programs to feel this 
trend will be the junior-college 
program, he said. 


Other challenges will be the at- 
tempts by sincere but misguided 
people to unbalance the curricu- 
lum by overstressing certain fields 
of study. Others will attempt to 
insert their special points of view 
in the school courses of study. 

Value of Human Experience. 

Dr. L. Thomas Hopkins, pro- 
fessor of education, Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia University, dis- 
cussed “Learning as Co-operative 
Living” before the divisional meet- 
ing on rural education. He said 
techniques in which the human 
element enters must be subst#- 
tuted for the present authoritarian 
concepts of teaching practice. 

The division on vocational edu- 
cation was addressed by Joseph 
Strobel, Ohio state director of vo- 
cational education, Columbus, O., 
and by Frank C. Moore, director 
of industrial: arts in the Cleve- 
land public schools.

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SMALLEST TRACTOR 
TO BE BUILT IN NEW 
FACTORY AT ALTON 


McCormick Announces Ma- 
chine for 40-Acre Farm at 
Price of Good Team. 


A new tractor described as the 
smallest ever .produced will be 
manufactured in the $44,000,000 In- 
ternational Harvester Co. plant to 


be built near Alton, Fowler Mc- 
Cormick, president of the com- 
pany, announced today. 


Powered by a four-cylinder én- 
gine which will use either kero- 
sene or gasoline as fuel, the one- 
plow tractor will be designed for 
use on a farm of 40 acres or less. 
“The farmer who buys this trac- 
tor, and the equipment and tools 
that go with it, will spend no 
more than it would cost him to 
buy a good team of horses and a 
set of harness and tools,” McCor- 
mick said. 


Cost of the tractor is yet to 
be determined, but it will be less 
than the $615 selling price of the 
machine which at present is the 
smallest in the International Har- 
vester line, McCormick said. He 
added that. two other small trac- 
tors will be produced in the new 
plant. About half of the daily out- 
put of 300 to 400 machines will 
consist of the smallest, or “cub,” 
tractor.

In Reply to Murray’s Plea, He Asserts Labor- 
Industry Conference Should Discuss

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)—

tions, today found a lively topic in 
last night’s clash between CIO 
President Philip Murray and Presi- 
dent Ira Mosher of the National 
Association of Manufacturers. The 
issue was whether to bring wage 
discussions onto the conference 
floor. 

Murray succeeded in getting a 
wage resolution before the power- 
ful executive committee, the first 
step. Mosher issued a public state 
ment declaring his flat opposition. 

Mosher’s’ reaction, taken to 
typify that of the management 
delegates generally, was regarded 
as a probable death blow to Mur- 
ray’s effort to have the national 
wage issue considered by the meet- 
ing. AFL President William Green 
already had declared its opposi- 
tion, leaving the CIO apparently 
outvoted in the executive commit- 
tee and on the floor. 

“The labor-management confer- 
ence is not itself a collective bar 
gaining conference,” Mosher said 
He asserted it would be “unfor- 
tunate” if the wage or other ques- 
tions should divert the conference 
from the primary goal of devising 
workable bargaining machinery, 

“If collective bargaining has 
been ineffective in particular 
Situations, it is because of the 
way it is practiced,” Mosher con- 
tinued, 

“We should devote ourselves 
therefore, to perfecting the prac- 
tice of collective bargaining. . ; 
To do otherwise would be to put 
the cart before the horse.”

Mosher statement could be con- 
sidered a direct response to the 
wage issue resolution Murray of- 
fered yesterday. 

A three-man committee was ap- 


pointed today to hear and relay to 
the conference any proposals from 
labor and industry groups not 
represented in the sessions.

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-FALZONE RECORD 
TOBE STUDIED FOR 
POSSIBLE ACTION 


Cole County Prosecutor 
Obtains Copy of Testi- 
mony at Trial and Be- 
fore Committee. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 8— 
Prosecuting Attorney James T. 
Riley of Cole County obtained to- 
day a copy of the transcript of the 
testimony taken by the special 


Senate committee which heard the 
bribe solicitation charge against 
the then Senator Joseph A. Fal- 
zone of Clayton. Riley will study 
the transcript, and the transcript 
of the testimony in the interrupted 
hearing held by the Senate last 
week on the charge, before decid- 
ing whether to institute prosecu- 
tion of Falzone. 

Because of the deficiency of the 
statute law, which a bill now be- 
fore the Legislature is designed to 
remedy, bribe solicitation can be 
punished in Missouri only as a 


misdemeanor. Falzone’s_ resigna- 
tion ended the Senate hearing of 
the charge. 

Riley said it probably would 
take him a week or longer to go 
through the committee’s. tran- 
script, and through that of the 
Senate trial, the latter being not 
yet in his possession. The com- 
mittee transcript, he said, is a 
typewritten volume “as big as the 
St. Louis telephone directory.” 


It is expected that Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly will soon call a spe- 
cial election, to choose Falzone’s 
successor, for Tuesday, Dec. 4, 
which is the date of a _ special 
bond issue election in St. Louis 
county. The senatorial election, 
it is believed, will be held in the 
old Twenty-fifth District, from 
which Falzone was elected in 1944, 
and which comprises Franklin, 
Gasconade and St. Louis counties. 


Under the recent redistricting, 
the hew Twenty-Fifth District is 
in southeast Missouri, and the 
Governor asked Attorney General 
J. E. Taylor for an opinion as to 
whether the new Twenty-fifth 
would figure in the choice of Fal- 
zone’s successor. Lawyers here 
believe the district number would 
not determine this question, and 
that the old district should elect 
the Senacor, to serve until 1948. 
The law states that the new odd- 


numbered districts shall first. 
elect their senators in 1948. Can-| 
didates for the vacancy will be 
selected by the district commit- 
tees of the two parties. 
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Chinese Reds Counter Chiang Offer 


Continued From Page One. 
ment divisions have massed 
around “liberated areas” of 
Honan province, and Hopeh prov- 
ince is surrounded by more than 
20 government divisions, the Com- 
munists asserted. 

Chou said he would propose a 
neutral committee be formed to 
investigate civil war conditions, 
and in almost the same breath 
charged Chiang with attempting 
to exterminate the Communists, 
while Holding peace parleys with 
them. The investigating commit- 
tee also would consider activities 


of American troops in disputed 
areas. 


Chou declared that the Commu- 
nists had obtained proof that 
while the peace negotiations were 
under way Chiang ordered his 
northern generals to “liquidate” 
the Communists. Orders captured 
from a government plane downed 
in the Chiatso coal mine region 
in northern Honan, instructed Yen 
Hsi-shan, governor of Shansi, in 
“bandit suppression,” he charged. 

Other orders for “full fledged 
liquidation of bandits,” were given 
Hu Tsung-nan, first war zone com- 
mander, and to Gen. Kao Shu-sun, 
Eighth Army commander, Chou 
said. He reported the orders were 
captured when Kao and 10,000 of 
his men laid down their arms and 
refused to continue fighting 
against the Communists. 

By that time, Chou continued, 
the national military council had 
already ordered an all-out assault 
on the Communists in liberated 
areas everywhere. “This is very 
clear,” he asserted. 

Chou said his meeting with Kuo- 
mintang representatives tomorrow 
“looks very dangerous,” and ob- 
viously will deal with “the mili- 
tary situation,” Gen. Ho Ying- 
chin, nationalists’ chief of staff, 
is expected to attend. 

Chou said that he would suggest 
that both Chinese and foreign 
news correspondents be permitted 
to go freely into the contested 
areas to gather their news first 
hand, 

The reported Russian withdraw- 
al in Manchuria posed still further 
troubles for the central govern- 
ment, and greater delays in the 
landing of Kuomintang troops, 
none of which have been reported 
actually landed from American 
transports as yet. The turning 
over of the ports to the Com- 
munists would strengthen their 
position in the area where they 
have opposed bitterly the presence 
of the Americans, 


Protests to Americans, 


The four Communist protests to 
the Americans, which the Com- 
munist New China Daily News 
said were addressed to the “chief 
of the American military mission 
in Yenan,” were written by Chu 
Teh, Communist commander in 
chief, and Yeh Ching-yin, com- 
mander of the Eighth Route 
Army. 

They objected to the landing of 
American forces at Chefoo, at the 
head of the Shantung peningula; 
the “invading” of Chinwangtao; 
sealing of the Eighth Route Army 
office in Tientsin; the alleged 
strafing of the populace at Antseh, 
south of Taiyuan in Shansi prov- 
ince, and the entry of American 
troops into the Hopeh, Honan and 
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Anhwei province liperated areas. 

One, letter, which alleged that 
American planes “strafed our 
populace and: soldiers in Antseh 
and attacked our liberated areas,” 
asserted the Communists reserve 
the right to ask for damages if 
investigation shows actual losses 
suffered by the people. 

. No reply from the Americans 
was reported, 

The central government spokes- 
man, in admitting the battlefield 
reverse, said that two of the gov- 
ernment’s top field commanders 
had been captured by the Com- 
munists. After their capture in 
the fighting along the Peiping- 
Hankow railroad north of Tzehsien 
in southern Hopeh province, the 
bulk of| the government troops 
withdrew to the south to await 
orders from Chungking, he said. 


Earlier, however, the Commun- 
ists asserted that 70,000 nationalist 
troops were involved and that the 
bulk were captured after their 
generals—Ma Fah Wu, com- 
mander of the Forty-first Army; 
and Kao Shu-sun, commander 
of the Eighth Army—were taken. 
The government heard that Gen. 
Wu committed suicide. If the 
Kuomintang troops made their es 
cape southward they would have 
had to bypass Tzehsien, the rail 
junction town, which the Com- 
munist forces captured Oct. 285. 


The spokesman said that the 
government troops which had 
moved from the south into the 
civil war zone “were taken un- 
awares and were unable to con- 
centrate in time to ward off the 
assault” by tens of thousands of 
Communist soldiers.

China provinces, with the govern- 
ment semi-officially reporting suc- 
cesses in northern Honan and 
southern Honan and _  0»northern 
Hopeh.

SOERABAIA. BASE 
DISARM JAVANESE 


General Notifies Indone- 
sians of Intent — Two 
Attacks Beaten Off at 


Batavia. 


BATAVIA, Java, Nov. 8 (AP) 
—British Gen. E. C. Mansergh 
notified Indonesian leaders today 
of British intent to enter Soeraba- 
ja, disarm Indonesians and “re- 
store normal conditions,” in east 
Java, 

In a letter to the Indonesian 
nationalist governor of east Java, 
Mansergh said, “You are hereby 
advised that Allied troops will en- 
ter the city and the neighborhood 
of Soerabaja and other areas of 
east Java. I have been ordered to 
disarm the lawless mob so that 
normal life in the city may con- 
tinue and to enable Allied policy 
of evacuation of Allied nationals 
and the disarmament of Axis 
forces to be implemented.”

As tension mounted throughout 
Java, British Indian troops and 
tanks beat off an attack by 1000 
Indonesians, aimed at a camp for 
released Allied internees and war 
prisoners near Batavia. The Indo- 
nesians left 14 dead, and several 
Indonesians and two Punjab 
troopers were wounded. 

Almost simultaneously Dutch 
forces threw back another attack 
on the Tiilitan airfield on the 
southeast outskirts of the capital, 
scattering a band of 300 national- 
ists after a pitched battle which 
lasted nearly an hour. One Indo- 
nesian was killed, one was cap- 
tured, and two Dutch soldiers were 
wounded. 

Britons Reported Killed. 

(A delayed dispatch from Palem- 
bang, Sumatra, said reports reach- 
ing there told of the killing by 
Sumatran nationalists of a British 
doctor, a British officer and sev- 
eral other high-ranking British 
near Benkoelen Tuesday. The men 
reported killed were members of a 
unit engaged in rescuing Allied 
prisoners of war and internees.) 

President Soekarno of the un- 
recognized “Indonesian republic” 
prepared to leave tomorrow to con- 
fer with other nationalist leaders 
at Jogjakarta, ancient capital of 
the Indies, where the nationalists 
are said to have 100,000 troops. 
Their commander in chief, Gen. 
Supryadi, has broadcast a call for 
all former Netherlands East Indies 
training instructors to report to 
the Indonesian training center 
there. 

Dutch officials said they be- 
lieved Queen Wilhelmina and The 
Netherlands Government had ap- 
plied strong pressure on Britain 
for forceful aid if necessary in re- 
storing Dutch authority. 

The British psychological war- 
fare branch issued a statement 
over the Batavia radio which re- 
ferred to the Dutch as “members 
of the victorious United Nations” 
who are “returning to the islands 
over which they held sovereignty 
before the Japanese invasion—a 
sovereignty recognized by the Brit- 
ish Government.” 

Soekarno’s cabinet met in an 
emergency session to tackle what 
one member termed a “grave situ- 
ation.” 

Indonesian leaders submitted to 
the British yesterday a plan to 
preserve peace while British 
troops finish disarming the Japa- 
nese and rescuing thousands of 
European internees menaced by 
extreme nationalists.

“It would take $8,000,000 more 
than is available now to take care 
of pending rural electrification 
project applications for [Illinois 
alone,” Stoneman said. “Another 
$20,000,000 would be needed to 
bring farms and farm establish- 
ments in this one state to 100 per 
cent electrification. Conditions in 
other states are similar.” 

The resolution protesting move- 
ment of the REA to Washington 
said 70 per cent of the country’s 
co-operatives were within 450 miles 
of St. Louis where it was “wisely” 
moved in 1942. The resolution said 
the move would “retard” the rural 
electrification program and would 
result in greater expense due to 
increased travel. 

Clyde Ellis, Washington, D. C., 
national association committee- 
man, estimated that 5,500,000 
farms would remain unelectrified 
when all funds now available have 
been expended.

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Andersson and Haegg Declared Pros by Swedish Track Bod

STOCKHOLM, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
Arne Andersson andl Gunder 
Haegg, world-record-holding Swed- 
ish runners, and 13 other top- 
ranking Swedish track stars, were 
declared professionals today by the 


Swedish Athletic Association, the | 


newspaper Expressen said. 

There was no official announce- 
ment as yet from the association, 
which has been conducting a 
sweeping investigation 
entire Swedish track setup. 

Earlier the association an- 
nounced a finding that payments 
of fees to top Swedish track stars 
_ by leading sports clubs constituted 
a breach of amateur regulations 
and indicated there would be dis- 
ciplinary measures against both 
clubs and performers. The asso- 
ciation did not name the indi- 
viduals involved, and had an- 
- nounced it would not do so until 
completion of the nationwide in- 
quiry. 

A finding that Andersson is pro- 
fessional would cancel his pro- 
jected trip to the United States 
for the indoor season this winter. 

Swedish sports writers said that 
classing Haegg and Andersson as 
professionals might also place 
some of their records in jeopardy. 

The far-reaching inquiry 
brought an admission by leaders 
of Stockholm’s biggest sports 
clubs that fees had been paid to 
top-ranking track stars during the 
past five years as inducements to 
participate in track events.

MERICA’S tremendous task in Japan possibly can be fulfilled

‘That is the expressed opinion of many of the men here who should 
know best, provided the present rate of progress is maintained and 
there are no drastic changes in policies given oceupying authorities. 


There is confidence here that 
within such a period militarism 
can be eradicated, a reasonable 
facsimile of democracy set up and 
a restricted measure of economic 
well-being restored. Then, accord- 
ing to this view, American and 
other Allied armies can be with- 
drawn, possibly to be replaced by 
some other form of control, with 
confidence that Japan will be a 
useful member of the family of 
nations wiih no desire or power 
to make war gain. 

This picture was developed from 
talks with the highest leaders of 
both Americans and Japanese, The 
confidence expressed is perhaps 
more American than Japanese. 
Many Japanese view the future 
darkly. A few express the hope 
that American occupation will last 
many years, regarding it as a 
shield against further disaster, 


100 Pct. Compliance. 


Douglas MacArthur and his 
staff were among those with 
whom I discussed Japan's future, 
but the General would not permit 


his conversation to be quoted and 
he is in no way responsible for 
the statements made herein. My 
talks with Premier Shidehara and 
members of his cabinet contrib- 
uted to these conclusions. 

MacArthur is known to be con- 
tent with the progress of his pro- 
gram of demilitarization and de- 
mocratization. 

In public statements, he has ex- 
pressed confidence that an occu- 
pation force of 200,000 for both 
Japan and Korea will be suffi- 
cient after next spring if no un- 
told developments occur. He has 
emphasized the completeness of 
Japan's defeat and humiliation 
and the destruction of its ability 
to make war. 

Americans and Japanese agree 
that thus far there has been 100 
per cent compliance with the 
hard-hitting directives issued from 
MacArthur’s headquarters. The 
initial occupation was completely 
bloodless. There have been no 
subsequent instances of revolt 
against American control. There 
is no evidence of any underground 
in the making, but those who be- 
lieve in a relatively short occupa- 
tion emphasize that one which ex- 
tends beyond five years will bring 
new dangers. Either the Japanese 
will become completely dependent 
on the Americans or resentment 
against alien rule will have time 
to flower into open rebellion, 


Danger in Policy Shift. 


Changes decreed by MacArthur 
have bestowed on the Japanese 
people freedoms they do not yet 
fully understand how to use, pro- 
ducing a state of flux from which 
vast changes in the Japanese way 
of life inevitably must come. The 
nature of these changes obviously 
depend on the kind of control 
exercised by the victorious powers. 

Therefore, responsible leaders 
emphasize the belief that continu- 
ation of current progress depends 
on the maintainance of the pres- 
ent basic character of the occu- 
pation, with direction, execution 
and responsibility primarily in ac- 
cordance with the policies of free 
governments. 

It is anticipated that British 
Empire, Chinese and Soviet units 
may. be added to the occupation 
armies within a reasonable time 
and that other powers will be 
given a larger share than now in 
the over-all policy making. The 
Japanese especially hope that the 
final word will remain with the 
United States. 

For that reason, there is anx- 
fous study here of dispatches from 
Washington and Moscow report- 
ing meetings of the Allied Ad- 
visory Commission, which Russia 
has not yet joined, and negotia- 
tions cancerning the four-power 
contro] council in Japan which 
Russia has advocated.

There is no official American 
confirmation of, or comment on 
these Korean reports, since there 
is no communication between the 
American and Russian zones in 
Korea, but there has been Ameri- 
can disappointment over the lack 
of co-operation there. 


Present progress of Russian- 
Chinese negotiations concerning 
the occupation of Manchuria, in 
which the United States is in- 
volved because American trans- 
ports are landing the Chinese 
forces there, is being keenly fol- 
lowed here as a test of harmony 
among the powers that crushed 
Japan, 


Among Americans here there is 
the same disagreement and debate 
as at home concerning Russia's 
new role in world affairs and the 
difference between its concept of 
democracy and the American or 
British brands. Some express con- 
fidence that sufficient understand- 
ing can be reached to permit com- 
pletion of the American-style de- 
mocratization program, already 
well advanced under MacArthur. 
The opposing view is that Russia 
wants to see Japan sovietized. 
Some speak of the danger that the 
docile Japanese people might 
again become rggimented for war- 
like purposes under Russian domi- 
nation, 


MacArthur’s Position. 


MacArthur is known to believe 
that it would be a great thing for 
the world if Japan could be Chris- 
tianized, although he feels this 
would be difficult because of Jap- 

nese materialism and aloofness. 

ith the destruction of militarism, 
its strong spiritual weapon, the 
national Shinto cult has suffered 
a drastic loss of confidence, how- 
ever. 

The supreme commander has 
welcomed the arrival in Japan of 
a delegation representing the 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America and previously an arch- 


bishop of the Catholic Church. He 
has given them facilities to help 
their studies of the fate of Jap- 
anese Christianity during the war 
and the prospects of renewed 
missionary efforts, 


MacArthur has no present plans 
for returning to the United States. 
He is known to regard his respon- 
sibility for directing the vast pro- 
gram of democratic changes he 
has dictated to the Japanese gov- 
ernment as too onerous in the 
months ahead to be delegated. 


He regards the duty intrusted 
to him as of the greatest impor- 
tance to the future of the United 
States. He is keenly aware of the 
vast amount of discussion pro and 
con of the problem of Japan by 
the press and public in America. 
Some of his officers feel there is 
too much “back seat driving,” 
much of it uninformed and unfair: 
that it tends to force the general's 
hand in some phases of the pro- 
gram which should not be rushed 
and that while the over-all policy 
must come from Washington, the 
immediate means, methods and 
timing should be left to the com- 
mander on the spot.

HE Post-Dispatch presents 
Therewitn a fascinating inside 
story of the war. Coming from 
the very heart of the German mili- 
tary machine, abounding in sharp 
new glimpses into the frantic per- 
sonality of Adolf Hitler, it is a 
summary of interviews given to 
his Allied captors by Col. Gen. 
Franz Halder, chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff of the German Army 
from August, 1938, until a goaded 
Fuehrer dismissed him in Septem- 
ber, 1942. 
According to his fellow com- 
manders, Halder, a Bavarian, was 
the most capable staff officer de- 


veloped in the German Army after 


1919 and was acclaimed as the 
only true inheritor of the mantle 
of Schlieffen and Moltke. So far 
as Hitler allowed, Halder master- 
minded the campaigns against Po- 
land, France and Russia. 

His statement, a document of 
some 50 pages,‘lay for months in 
the recesses of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can archives. Knowledge of its 
existence came to me_by accident 
in the course of my inquiries into 
the structure of the group of big- 
wig militarists charged with crim- 
inality by the international mili- 
tary tribunal under the title of 
“the Gegman General Staff and 
High Command.” 


Must Be Taken With Salt. 


The narrative must be taken 
with at least two grains of salt. 
It represents the German point of 
view exclusively and also‘attempts 
to make the best possible case for 
the Army leadership, particularly 
the Army General Staff. 

Allied authorities testify, how- 
ever, that Halder’s unusually in- 
formed and lucid mind endows 
the chronicle with genuine value 
and interest. He is declared never 
to have concealed his anti-Nazi 
opinions and to have co-operated 
unreservedly with the Allies fol- 
lowing his capture last May 5 at 


Pragser Wildsee by forces com- 


ing up from Italy. 
Halder’s High Points. | 

Among the high points of Gen. 
Halder’s statements to the Allies 
are the following: 

The British ‘army owed its es- 
cape from the continent in the 
spring of 1940 to Hitler’s sudden 
groundless panic over the safe- 
ty of his armored formations 
among the canals of Flanders. 
The Fuehrer was so badly 
frightened that he ordered his 
tank column spearheads to re- 
treat, thus opening the way to 
Dunkerque. 

Another scare of Hitler’s was 
an important factor in the out- 
come of the siege of Stalingrad. 
At the height of the German 
offensive in 1942, Hitler became 
convinced that the Allies were 
about to land in France and 
hurriedly transferred to the 
Channel a considerable number 
of divisions, including crack mo- 
torized detachments. 

As the reputed “cradles of 
Bolshevism,” Leningrad and 
Stalingrad, exercised a mag- 
netic spell on Hitler’s imagina- 
tion. This obsession determined 
the fatal strategy of the Russian 
campaign, which envisioned a 
holding operation in the center 
facing Moscow, with onslaughts 
in full strength on the northern 
and southern flanks, The Fuehr- 
er never could be brought to 
comprehend that the _ grand 
nerve ganglion of Russian re- 
sistance was Moscow. 

The name of Leningrad re- 
asserted its magic later in 1942 
and helped to doom the German 
drive on the Caucasus oil fields. 
after the fall of Sevastopol, Hit- 
ler disastrously weakened the 
southern wing by ordering the 
Army of the Crimea under Gen. 
Fritz von Mannstein to march 
north and capture Leningrad. 
The mission failed with heavy 
losses.

Neither the commander-in- 
chief of the Army nor the Army 
General Staff was taken into 
Hitler’s confidence regarding 
the pending attack on Denmark 
and Norway. They were sim- 
ply ordered to provide certain 
divisions, staffs and comman- 
ders “for a special purpose.” 

The same was true of the 
campaign against Crete.

One prime cause of the Ger- 
man defeat was the conflict 


which raged after 1934 between 
the organizations known in Ger- 
man military shorthand as the 
“OKH” and the “OKW.” These 
initials are the abbreviations 
for the Oberkommando Heer 
and the Oberkommando Wehr- 
macht, meaning, respectively, 
the Supreme Command of the 
German Army and the Supreme 
Command of the Wehrmacht, 
which included not only the 
Army, but also the Navy and 
Air Force. 

The OKW was set up to re- 
place the Great General Staff 
of World War I. It grew to be 
Hitler’s political revolutionary 
organ inside the armed forces 
and first mastered, then swal- 
lowed up the Army supreme 
command but ended the war 
“in indescribable chaos.” 

In addition to the abortive 
plot to assassinate the Fuehrer 
in July, 1944, the German offi- 
cers’ corps was involved in two 
conspiracies to overthrow Hit- 
ler. 

The first came during the 
Czech crisis in 1938, but was 
paralyzed by the announcement 
that Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain would obey the 
summons to Munich, 

The second came during the 
period of the winter of 1939-40 
which was known in the United 
States as the “phony war.” It 
included not only officers, but 
also prominent German civilians 
and diplomats. It was discovered

The beatings stopped now, giv- 
ing us all a chance to lick our 
wounds. But the food remained 
the same: rice and hot water with 
a few vegetable tops for every 
meal, 

But on April 12, in answer to 
our prayers, part of the South 
African Red Cross stores was sent 
to us from Karenko. We had 
just about abandoned hope that 
we would ever see them again. 
But, without warning, here they 
were at Tamazato—food and 
shoes that had been snatched 
from us at Karenko and which 
we thought we would never see 
again. z 

We waited two unending days 
‘and nights for the Japs to distrib- 
ute the supplies, and I guess all 
of us prayed that we would not 
ibe tricked again. 

On April 14 the Japs began to 
iparcel out the remains of the 
packages. They had unquestion- 
ably opened and stolen much of 
‘the Red Cross stores, but with 
the food and shoes in sight we 
were beyond any remorse over 
what was not to come to us,

“suggested” donation marked thereon 
and an invitation to go to the big shot’s 
office and tell the B. 8. personally why 
he won't sign the pledge, if John finds 
it too steep. Of course that’s one way 
to meet the president of the firm (if 
you have the nerve), and in large con- 
cerns, the only way you'll ever get a 
close look at him! 

As a solution, why not this? Instead 
of spending thousands of dollars in each 
community on advertising—expensive 
printing, costly banners, pledge cards 
and trick buttons—why not make and 
pass a taxation-for-charity law, the tax 
to be the amount of the forthcoming in- 
come tax reduction?

The Telephone Stoppage Issue 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A news item appeared in the Post- 
Dispatch Oct. 31 in which Donald R. 
Richberg denounced political strikes.

An Arab-Jewish Exchange 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The recent anti-Jewish riots in Egypt 
brought to our attention the dangerous 
position in which 650,000 Jews dwelling 
in the Arabic-speaking lands (Egypt, 
Syria, Iraq, Yemen, Tripolitania, Tu- 
nisia, Algeria and Morocco) find them- 
selves. 

Present Arab-Jewish relations are un- 
satisfactory. They compare with the 
bad blood which existed between the 
Turks and the Greeks for many years, 
which was due prin@arily to the exist- 
ence of a persecuted Greek minority in 
Turkey and of a mistreated Turkish 
minority in Greece. 

Finally, some 20 years ago, the League 
of Nations solved this problem by an 
exchange of populations, which involved 
some 2,500,000 persons. The Greek minor- 
ity was moved to Greece and the Turk- 
ish minority to Turkey. This exchange 
was an outstanding success, and the for- 
mer enemies turned into good neighbors. 

The Arab-Jewish conflict is somewhat 
similar. There are 650,000 Jews in Arab- 
speaking lands and about 1,000,000 Arabs 
in Palestine. If these Jews were trans- 
ferred to Palestine and replaced by an 
equal number of Palestinian Arabs, the 
entire difficulty would be solved and 
the two peoples could dwell in peace.

For a New Palestine Policy 


The time has come for a new American policy 
on Palestine and the Middle East. We can’t 
muddle through with the kind of “expedient” 
wartime position of Mr. Roosevelt in his con- 
flicting letters to spokesmen for Jews and Arabs. 
Nor can we continue with the present Admin- 
istration’s practice of taking a pious stand and 
doing nothing else. 

In the Holy Land, ancient crossroads of civili- 
zation, dynamite lies beneath the surface ten- 
sions. There is the place to begin in meeting our 
repeated commitments to help keep the peace of 
the world and clean up some of its danger zones. 
Either we start now to act on a few of our lofty 
principles, or they will fall into disrepute. 

In addition to the duty of implementing 
American principles, our Government has legal 
grounds for raising its voice on Palestine policy. 
The United States in 1924 signed a convention 
with Britain on Palestine, which provided that 
no changes should be made in the terms of the 
mandate without our consent. The mandate 
provides that a Jewish national home shall be set 
up in Palestine, and that Jewish immigration 
shall be facilitated. It has often been asserted 
that the ban on immigration, without American 
approval, violates this convention. 

The pressing need for opening the doors to 
Palestine was implicit in the detailed Associated 
Press report of yesterday on the plight of 
Europe’s remaining Jews. The pitiable sur- 
vivors are safe from Hitler’s crematory ovens, 
but they are still subject to persecution and dis- 
crimination, particularly in Eastern Europe. 
Some would stay on the Continent, but in the 
Eastern countries, many of the Jews want to go 
to Palestine. The British say No. 

Here is a suggested American policy,for the 
Middle East: 

1. Immediate support for Great Britain to 
whatever extent is necessary to carry out emer- 
gency immigration to Palestine of homeless Jews 
in Europe. 

2. Insistence that the Palestine mandate be 
turned over to the Trusteeship Council imme- 
diately the United Nations Organization is func- 
tioning. 

3. Request that the Council call a meeting of 
Arab.and Jewish representatives to discuss, with 
a mediation board of disinterested persons, the 
best possible solution to the Palestine question. 

4. An Administration request to the Senate for 
speedy action on the Anglo-American oil treaty, 
so that conflicting British and American oil pol- 
icies in the Middle East will no longer obscure 
the political issues. 

Riots, restlessness and the nationalist fever of 
some Jews in Palestine and of some of the 33,- 
000,000 members of the Pan-Arab League are 
exploding from Alexandria to the Persian Gulf. 
These things make a new approach imperative. 

Once the Arab world welcomed Jewish immi- 
gration to Palestine. Hostility to it grew under 
the “divide and rule” principle of imperialism. 
Fascist propaganda during the war stoked the 
fires of Arab resentment. Wealthy Arab land- 
holders and princelings stirred up a diversionary 
anti-Semitism because they saw, in growing pros- 
perity in Palestine contrasted with the miserable 
lot of most Arabs, a threat to their oppressive 
system of government. 

As a result of Jewish immigration under the 
Balfour plan, the million Arabs in Palestine— 
who occupy less than 1 per cent of the million 
square miles in the five Arab states—enjoy far 
higher health and living standards than ever be- 
fore. Scientific farming, irrigation and other 
methods brought high fertility to Palestine. 

There are some reasonable and moderate 
Arab leaders. To anchor Middle Eastern secur- 
ity, they must be. consulted, their just resent- 
ment of imperialism mollified and their objec- 
tions to political Zionism weighed with impar- 
tial justice. 

Jews driven by homelessness or persecution 
to seek refuge have a right to security and a 
home, not just because some 5,700,000 of their 
people were Hitler’s first victims, but because 
they are human beings. One natural refuge is 
Palestine, where extension of Jewish reclamation 
work can support a million more persons. 

The United States has the opportunity to break 
the deadlock. The issue has outgrown Great 
Britain and is a world concern.

In this new restlessness of the deer and the 
fox, is there evidence of the old and primal re- 
sponse to impending change? Is there the be- 
ginning of the sense that a homestead is going 
to be vacant, and that this is the time to look 
the property over? 


Who’s Who? 

A new vista of unlimited and utter confusion 
has been opened with the announcement that 
an anti-labor outfit in Texas known as Fight for 
Free Enterprise has obtained a State charter by 
which it is entitled to use, as well, the name 
“Congress of Industrial Organizations.” An 
officer of the group, obviously pleased with the 
maneuver, calls attention to “the infinite angles” 
of this situation. 

Now, if there’s one thing the ordinary citizen 
does not need right now, it’s more angles. Hav- 
ing struggled to get through his head the orig- 
inal senses of CIO, AFL, NAM, UMW, UAW, etc., 
ad infinitum, he is going to get mad if anyone 
starts at this stage of the game changing things 
around on him. He is not going to submit to 
any tendency for the National Association of 
Manufacturers to go around masquerading as 
the Communist party, or vice versa. 

Fight for Free Enterprise and the State of 
Texas are going to have a boomerang on their 
hands if they don’t call this whole thing off, and 
pretty quick. The patience of citizens will go 
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just so far. Once the people get roused, Texas 
in self-defense may try in vain to camouflage it- 
self as New Hampshire, and the name of Fight 
for Free Enterprise won't be CIO or anything 
like it. It will just be mud. 
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Statesmanship on the Dardanelles 


Secretary Byrnes’s proposal to re-imternation- 
alize the Dardanelles is a welcome reversal of 
the usual course of United States foreign pol- 
icy. This time we have not procrastinated, al- 
lowed other nations to determine events without 
us, and reduced our role to one of feeble protest 
after decision had been reached and made effec- 
tive. In enunciating a policy for the Darda- 
nelles, the Secretary of State has acted fore- 
handedly and positively. 

The Byrnes proposal is well grounded in the 
decisions which the Big Three ‘took at Potsdam. 
There they adopted the principle that interna- 
tional waterways should be placed under inter- 
national control. Mr.: Byrnes is merely propos- 
ing now to apply the Potsdam principle to the 
Dardanelles. 

It is doubtful that Russia will greet the pro- 
posal with open arms, for she is said to want 
joint control with Turkey only, supported by 
Russian military bases on the Straits and the 
Bosporus —an arrangement that could only 
amount to Russian control in fact. But how- 
ever much the Byrnes policy may fall short of 
meeting Russia’s broadest aspirations, -it con- 
forms to Soviet-accepted principle and it is man- 
ifestly fair. 

If, by vigorously pressing for adoption of the 
policy once he has enunciated it, Secretary 
Byrnes can succeed in having the Dardanelles 
placed under United Nations control, he will 
have made the peace that much more secure by 
removing one of the causes of future war. Rus- 
sia has a valid claim to freedom of passage 
through the Straits to the Mediterranean in 
peace or in war, for something like half her 
exports have been shipped out over that route 
and a substantial tonnage of her imports. Czar- 
ist or Communist, Russia has historically de- 
manded access to the Mediterranean, and it is 


a perfectly-legitimate demand for a great land 


power. 

The Dardanelles issue has been suspended in 
a dangerous vacuum since the disbanding of the 
International Commission in 1936. Turkey, hav- 


Ing fortified the Straits under the Montreux 


Convention, was left in armed control—a queasy 
arrangement for an international waterway that 
has been a cause of conflict since the Trojan and 
Peloponnesian Wars. 

Mr. Byrnes’s proposal fills the vacuum with 
a constructive plan, It removes any provocatidn 
for Russia to resort to force to obtain its legiti- 
mate demands. It affords Turkey what she had 
lacked—a means for peaceful settlement without 
sacrifice of national pride. It is, in short, a 
statesmanlike approach to an_ exceptionally 
peril-ridden problem, and we hope Secretary 
Byrnes will press it with as admirable practi- 
cality as he has shown in propounding it.

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Toward Action on Traffic Jams 

Downtown merchants have a financial stake 
in untangling the city’s increasingly worse traf- 
fic jams, and it is a duty of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment to work for a solution 
of the problem. So it is reassuring that the 
Traffic Committee of the Associated Retailers 
is meeting with the board today to present pro- 
posals for relief. 

Another welcome development is Mayor Kauf- 
mann’s statement that he will call in city offi- 
cials to determine what can be done to adopt 
some of the recomméndations made in the com- 
prehensive but neglected report by a special 
committee early in 1942. 

Some concessions by business interests will be 
required to solve the problem. For instance, 
opposition always arises when it is proposed to 
eliminate parking on-certain streets, or to make 
them one-way thoroughfares. Some such changes 
are necessary if .the problem is to be solved. 
They have not reduced business in other cities, 
and their long-run benefit is certain. 

In addition to the downtown area, congestion 
prevails at many major intersections over the 
city. There are still too many signs and not 
enough electric signals. More express highways 
are badly needed. And the long-awaited Third 
street widening, to connect the north and south 
sections of the city, is more essential than ever. 

The 1942 report presented sound ideas on 
these problems and many others. Since mate- 
rials will soon be available again, and a munici- 
pal_construction program is being mapped, there 
is no longer much excuse for delay. Let’s hope 
the merchants and municipal authorities will 
shortly produce some action on a _ steadily 
growing civic problem. 
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Two Election Changes Needed 

Delay in providing a sound absentee-voters’ 
law for Missouri is regrettable, but the Senate 
Elections Committee seems to have been justi- 
fied in killing a House bill to that end. How- 
ever, it should be possible to correct speedily 
the errors in the House measure, and to en- 
franchise voters who happen to be out of the 
State on election day. By the present peculiar 
law, people away from their homes, unless in 
military service, can. get absentee ballots only 
if they are within the State. 

While the Senate committee is framing a new 
election bill, why doesn’t it include another long- 
needed reform: a change in the primary date? 
Missouri primaries, now held in August, come 
at a season when many voters are away on vaca- 
tion, and when the year’s hottest weather re- 
duces interest in public affairs. A change in 
the primary date would benefit even more vot- 
ers, and cause wider participation in elections, 
than the provision for absentee voting. 
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The Supreme Court has declined to rule on 
the Government’s seizure of Montgomery Ward 
& Co. Sewell Avery ought to realize now that 
he is the only living man who understands the

It is difficult to see how the President 
can persist in the line he took at Tipton- 
ville, Tenn., when he said America would 
never share its atom bomb production 
“secrets.” We must trust that President 
Truman is seeking the light. 


In Chicago, more facts have been driven 
home. Harold C, Urey, Nobel Prize winner, 
who played a leading role in the bomb 
project, asserted that a Dane who was in 
America with the British commission 
“knows more about the atom bomb than I 
do.” A French scientist, he said, has know!l- 
edge “far in excess of that contained in the 


Smyth report.” 


Mark that those statements concern ac- 
tual production knowledge. The scientific 
fundamentals mostly came from Europe 
and have been world knowledge all along. 
From them, every nation with competent 
scientists and material means can work 
out its own bomb production methods, 


None can estimate how long it will be 
before other countries catch up with Amer- 
ica in manufacture. But an international 
atomic armament race is on, precipitated 
and led by the United States, Ours must be 
the initiative if this tragedy is to be 
stopped. 


Russia Is Concerned 


From Russia comes fresh word of deep 
concern. Moscow Radio says that those 
who wish to monopolize atomic energy are 
“threatening humanity with armed action,” 
and that in a few years other countries 
may develop atom bombs a thousand times 
more powerful than those dropped on 
Japan, In Britain, gloom is deepening be- 
cause of America’s attempt at monopoly, 
when world control alone can save civiliza- 
tion, 

Meantime, Senator McKellar, whose sleepy 


misunderstanding matches that of Chair- 
man Connally of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, proposes that we keep the “se- 
cret,” but call on all nations to “outlaw” 
the atomic bomb as an instrument of war. 
What bitter mirth such a proposal must 
bring to other nations when it comes from 
the one nation which possesses and has 
used the atomic bomb, 


Mere verbal “outlawry,” moreover, is in 
any case sheerest futility, as the fate of 
the vapid pre-war pact “outlawing” war 
should have demonstrated even to Senator 
McKellar. We hope that Senator Hatch’s 
reply has dispelled the McKellar dream 
from other Senators’ minds, 


Committee Can Do Much 


The major immediate hope for a sane 
American policy is the Senate committee 
investigation about to begin under the cap- 
able chairmanship of Senator McMahon. 
Hampered though he is because most of 
the committee is weak or reactionary, a 
resolute chairman with public backing can 
do much. The extended hearings planned 
should provide a continuing forum in which 
scientists and others can place’ before us 
the facts that must guide us. 


The hearings should lead to thorough re- 
writing of the May-Johnson bill, which pro- 
poses a nationalist, military strait-jacket 
over atomic energy, They should point to 
an Administration program for world con- 
trol and prevention of atomic bomb pro- 
duction—including searching inspections of 
atomic and production in all 
countries—-as the first step toward world 
government, and to the freest possible scope 
for research to make atomic energy serve 
the health and material advance of all men. 
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POOLS OF IDLE DOCTORS 


From the New York World-Telegram. 

The wartime requirements of the armed 
services caused an acute civilian shortage 
of doctors, The end of the war and the 
discharge of some 2.500,000 men, however, 
have brought little relief. The Army and 
Navy have been very slow in returning 
their surplus physicians to private life. 

A series of articles in the World-Tele- 
gram tells of medical officers with nothing 
to do. They are so guarded by red tape 
that a community which desperately needs 
its doctor who has gone into the service 
must undergo a month of filling out forms 
and investigation before he can be brought 
home. 

We realize that thousands of medical of- 
ficers must be retained so that sick and 
wounded service men can get the best of 
care. However, it is obvious that the other 
thousands of physicians who have little or 
nothing to do would be serving mankind 
better at home. 

With the size and the needs of the serv- 
ices shrinking daily, it does not add up that 
civilians should have to continue on “ra- 
tioned” medical care while Army and Navy 
brass hats build up pools of idle doctors. 


Vagueness on ICC’s Role 
In an Ex-Official’s Book 


“Justice in Transportation,” by Arne C. Wiprud. 
With a Foreword by Thurman Arnold. (Ziff-Davis 
Publishing Co., Chicago.) 

Pending suits against the railroads by the 
Federal Government and the State of Geor- 
gia bring the Interstate Commerce Act and 
the anti-trust laws into seeming conflict. 
The rea] trouble, however, Arne Wiprud 
argues, is that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has shirked its duty to the pub- 
lic and instead condoned, where it has not 
actually fostered, conspiracies to fix prices 
and suppress competition. 

Until recently, when he joined Judge 
Thurman Arnold in private law practice, 
Mr. Wiprud was special assistant to the 
Attorney General, in charge of transporta- 
tion investigations. By array of precedent, 
he does seem to establish that the Inter- 
state Commerce Act does not set aside the 
anti-trust laws. By implication, then—and 
by Wiprud’s and Arnold's direct statements 
-——the ICC is a phantom defendant. 

* * 7 

A great burden is indeed on the ICC and 
the railroads alike to justify the powerful 
and unregulated bureaus that form the rate- 
making liaison between them. A great deal 
more evidence than Mr. Wiprud displays 
here seems to prove that the bureaus hold 
rates up and that they effectively discour- 
age member railroads from exercising their 
nominal right to reduce rates, (It would 
be a mistake, therefore, to pass the rail- 
road-sponsored Bulwinkle bill, which would 
exempt the bureaus from the pending anti- 
trust attack without making sure the ICC 
would regulate them effectively.) 

The ICC, Mr. Wiprud holds, is railroad- 
minded and not competition-minded; hence 
it should not have been given power to reg- 
ulate motor and water carriers.- Perhaps 
it is too early for final judgment, but cer- 
tain unpalatable events do argue that way. 
Motor carriers have recently become meas- 
urably less competitive, and the Association 
of American Railroads has indiscreetly ad- 
mitted that they have about quit competing 
with the railroads in their prices. 

In one disturbing decision, the ICC has 
sanctioned lower outbound rall rates on 
grain received by rail than on grain re- 
ceived by water, an act which cancels the 
inherent economy of barge transportation, 
There are other acta of similar effect, 

. . . 

This whole complex of problema, of course, 
is highly important. It is unfortunate, 
therefore, that Mr. Wiprud has some blind 
spots and a general inconclusiveness. There 
is, for example, a seeming ignorance in his 
complaint that the ICC tries to help the 
railroads earn a reasonable return on in- 
vestment. It is elementary, of course, that 
when the Government regulates an indus- 
try’s prices, it becomes obligated to give it 
sufficient prices to keep going. 

By lack of proposal to the contrary, Mr. 
Wiprud seems to want the rate bureaus 
dissolved. That is no solution, The rail- 
roads must do much work in concert be- 
cause they are so highly interconnected 
that any other course would bring chaos, 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that the Jus- 
tice Department has a more realistic solu- 
tion than Mr. Wiprud reveals here, Other- 
wise, Congress may get the issue once again 
without any real definition of what must 
be decided. HENRY B. KLINE,

The Beautiful Windows of Chartres 
Cathedral

F all the losses of irreplaceable treasures of art which the de- 
struction of the present war has inflicted upon the world, few 
will be felt more keenly by those sensitive to such matters than 


the damaging of the windows of Chartres cathedral by the burning, 
apparently deliberate, of the wooden cases in which they had been 


stored for safety during the war. 
clarified the extent of the damage. 


News dispatches have not yet 
It is to be hoped that it will 


turn out to be less than is feared; for the stained glass of the ca- 
thedral of Chartres is all but unique. 3 


A good deal of the glass of Char-| 


tres dated from the thirteenth cen- 
tury, very nearly all the thir- 
teenth-century glass in the world. 
There was a little thirteenth-cen- 
tury glass in a church in the Paris 
suburb of St. Denis, though 
whether it has escaped the war 1 
do not know. But even before the 
war, it was probably true that 
there was more thirteenth-cen- 
tury glass in Chartres than in all 
the rest of the world together; 
and certainly its quality was su- 
perior to that of any other glass 
of the same period elsewhere. 
The colors of the oldest windows 
in Chartres had been the despair 
of all modern imitators. It may 
have been the skill of the origina! 
makers, or the effect of aging 
through the centuries, or a combi- 
nation of both which produced 
them. Whatever the reason, they 
were unique. I remember particu- 
larly the Madonna of a window 
just back of the left-hand transept 
whose rich glowing blues, purples 
and reds had no equals. That win- 
dow could not be lost without leav- 
ing our civilization the poorer. 


Dramatic Sight. 


Then there were the three great 
roses, one each above the main 
entrance and the two transepts, 
which were among the finest ex- 
amples of this type of window 
even before the last war destroyed 
the similar windows of Rheims 
' cathedral. 

Iehad the great good fortune, 
on my first visit to Chartres, to 
enter the cathedral on a cloudy 
day and to walk down the nave to 
the point before the choir from 
which al] three roses can be viewed 
simultaneously in the painted half- 
gloom which the stained glass pro- 
duced when there was no sun be- 
hindit. Just asI reached that cen- 
tral position, the sun emerged from 
behind the clouds, and the three 
great roses burst into sudden 
flame. It was a spectacle which 
could be duplicated nowhere in the 
world. If the roses have been de- 
stroyed, it will never be seen again, 

The later glass in Chartres was 
excellent too, dwarfed only by the 
older windows in the same struc- 
ture. A famous piece was the rect- 
angular window known as the Tree 
of Jesse under the rose of the 
main entrance, Its designer had 
artfully compensated for an error 
in the building of the cathedral 
which had left the front wall be- 
tween the two towers some inches 
off center. The window restored 
the lost symmetry by an optical 
illusion. 


Around the central motive of a 
genealogical tree, which gave the 
window its name, the artist had 
placed a prominent framing de- 
sign; but whereas that frame 
formed a wide band at top and 
bottom, it was interwoven with 
the central pattern on the two 
sides. The result was to make the 
window seem as much wider than 
its actual width as the breadth of 
the frame at top and bottom; and 
this, in turn, corrected the impres- 
sion of asymmetry produced by 
the error in building. 


A Sculptor’s Stupidity. 


The loss of the windows of 
Chartres, if they are indeed lost, 
will be the second which has been 
suffered, the other having been 
due to the stupidity and egotism 
of a nineteenth century sculptor. 
In that era of bad taste, he had 
added some bas-reliefs to the dec- 
orations of the cathedral. They 
were thoroughly mediocre and to 
almost anyone but the sculptor 
it must have seemed all for the 
best that they remained in per- 
petual shade because all of the 
windows of Chartres were of 
stained glass. 

The sculptor, however, was anx- 
ious that the evidence of his lack 
of talent should be clearly per- 
ceived by all. He had the magni- 
ficent lancets of stained glass 
which soared high up to the vault 
in the clerestory of the choir re- 
moved and replaced with plain 
glass to illuminate his awkward 
bas-reliefs. What happened to the 
priceless glass which was thus 
sacrificed, nobody knows. 


Penalty of Another War. 


If it was human stupidity which 
inflicted this first loss upon Char- 
tres directly, it was also human 


stupidity which has just caused 
the second, though this time the 
result was arrived at indirectly. 
It would not have required very 
much intelligence and good will to 
have prevented the destructive 
World War II, but even that much 
was lacking. It would not require 
impossible amounts of the same 
qualities to prevent World War 
III either, but so far there is little 
sign of their effective application. 
Unless they are applied, next time 
we will have to deplore, not 
merely the loss of the windows of 
Chartres but of the whole of this 
greatest of Gothic cathedrals; and 
not merely the loss of the cul- 
tural treasures of our civilization 
but of that civilization itself.

Mr. Attlee’s Visit

T is coming by plane for a stay 


There were many reasons why 
Attlee should not have come at 
this time. He has his own press- 
ing domestic problems, including 
a dock workers’ strike which has 
at last ended after threatening to 
cut into Britain’s already meager 
food supply. 

His coming at this time is a 
_ measure of the urgency of feeling 
in England to reach an under- 
standing with this country. Prime 
Minister Attlee is going more than 
halfway to help solve the problems 
that stand in the way of full co- 
operation between the two coun- 
tries. 

The announced subject of dis- 
cussion is the atomic bomb. It 
- would be surprising if opinion in 
Britain on this subject were not 
more urgent than it is here. 

The British, in the last year and 
a half of the war, had a preview 
of the wars of the future. Crude 
as they were, since they were only 
in the beginning stage, the V-1 
and the V-2 were deadly and terri- 
fying weapons. 


Urgency of British Opinion. 


The V-2, in particular, has a 
quality of menacing horror that is 
difficult to describe. Coming out 
of the stratosphere with a speed 
greater than that of sound, the 
weapon spread wholesale death 
and destruction; and there was 
absolutely no defense against it. 
If German scientists had been 
able to put atomic power in the 
warhead of the V-2, then London 
would have been destroyed in a 
few days, and the Nazis would 
have won the war. 

That is the urgency behind opin- 
ion in England. We here on the 
safe side of the Atlantic, even 
those of us who for a few weeks 
or months shared the British ex- 
perience, can have no idea of what 
this means. And while our mili- 
tary men have told us that these 
same flying missiles can soon span 
the Atlantic, our minds refuse to 
take in this dreadful fact. 

While the atomic bomb and its 
contro] will have No. 1 priority in 
the talks between Prime Minister 
and President, they will not limit 
their conversations to this subject. 


on a mission of the utmost importance.

of a week or more, 
They will surely discuss the loan 
that is now pending. 

Both Truman and Attlee are sen- 
sible men. They should be able to 
see through the mischievous non- 
sense that has come from some 
quarters on this subject. 

There has been an effort to 
make it seem that opposed eco- 
nomic philosophies were involved 
—deficit spending as against sound 
finance. England's present finan- 
cial plight is a direct outgrowth of 
her huge expenditures for war. 
The loan to Britain, if it is ap- 
proved on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic, will be part of the great task 
of repairing the ravages of the 
global conflict. 


A Long-Range View. 


While there 1s a conflict be- 
tween our short-range interest and 
our long-range in*erest, reasona- 
ble and sensib] men should be 
able to resolve tiuat conflict. 

For the immediate future, the 
urgent needs of the British, which 
could presumably be _ fulfilled 
through purchases in America 
made out of an American loan, 
pile up on top of the needs and 
desires of American consumers, 
This concentration of demand can 
have a dangerously inflationary 
effect on the American economy 
unless we are willing to accept 
some controls until our productive 
machine gets into high gear. 

But the-danger of inflation is 
likely to be brief. The long-term 
problem—the big question mark 
that all of us face as Americans 
—is how to keep our greatly ex- 
panded and far more efficient pro- 
ductive machine in full operation 
in peace as in war. 

It is here that we need world 
trade. It is here that co-opera- 
tion is imperative. It is here that 
preferences and blocs and tariffs 
can lead# to cemmercial battles 
which, in turn, generate fighting 
wars. 

Americans who look about at the 
rest of the world with a holier- 
than-thou attitude are victims of 
the old isolationism. If the world 
does not exist in: our image, then 
we will have none of it. That 
kind of thinking can nullify all 
the fine words about peace and co- 


operation.

In the heydey of vaudeville, Ed- 
wards was a headliner on the 
Orpheum and Keith circuits. One 
of his last musical undertakings 
was the writing of songs and 
story of “The Star Maker,” a 
movie based on Edwards’s life and 
starring Bing Crosby. 

Edwards was born in a small 
German town, came to this coun- 
try as a boy, sang in restaurants 
and advanced to song boy in the 
theater. After he became a song 
writer he produced several hits, 
among them “Gus Edwards's Mes- 
senger Boys.”

me more than 300 letters, of which 


I eventually received six), and the | 
others who joined in the appeal | 


felt the same way. 


Our new Jap masters naturally 
refused to permit us to say any- 
thing to the Red Cross men about 
the monstrous treatment at Ka- 
renko. We thought of blurting 
out the truth to these men, in the 
forlarn hope that the truth would 
touch even a Jap’s heart. But 
there was no hope of this. Our 
meetings were held while we were 
flanked by armed, and ready, Jap 
sentries. If we had departed so 
much as a word from the pre- 
pared script I am certain that 
our treatment thereafter would 
have been considerably worse. 

By carefully wording, we could 
occasionally convey the truth of 
our conditions in such letters as 
we were permitted to write—let- 
ters which were duly collected and 
burned in apparently many cases 
by Jap censors. My reference to 
my weight, as of my graduation 
from West Point, actually got 
through, however. So did a letter 
written by. one of our officers 
telling his wife: 


“T cannot mention my treat- 
ment. I cannot mention very 
much ahout conditions. I can-. 
not mention the sanitary ar- 
rangements in the camp. The 
food is also unmentionable.” 


The stupid Jap who inspected 
this letter noted contentedly that 


it contained, in more or less the | 


same language, the instructions all 
of us had. He passed it and it 
got through to America. 

As for my own mail, I was first 
permitted to write to my wife in 
October, 1942. My second letter 
was approved in March, 1943, and 
my third in June of the same 
year—at Tamazato. 

I had received no word from my 


}] wife up to this time, but had had 


two messages from others. 

One of these was a Christmas 
cable from my old friend, Gen. 
F. S. Foltz, retired and living in 
Washington. I had been. Gen. 
Foltz’s adjutant when he was colo- 
nel of, and I was a captain in, the 
First Cavalry before World War 
I. I still do not know how it got 
through when so many other mes- 
sages were stopped. I received it 
in January, 1943. 

A month later I received a heav- 


ily censored letter from the widow | 


of an officer I had buried on Cor- 
regidor. The widow was living in 
Manila. 
had received for a year. 

There are many forms of tom 


ture, but isolation of this kind is | 


not the least of these varied cruel- 
ties. 

After our arrival at Tamazato 
we were permitted to write once 
a month, and occasionally could 
fill in the x-marks or missing 
words on printed cards relating to 
our condition. 
that got through to Mrs, Wain- 
wright there was a line which 
read: 

“IT am occupying myself——.” 

I wrote in “working with farm 
animals,” meaning that I was 
back at the old job of herding 
goats. 

No case of a man being struck

Tamazato, but many of us were |

Occasion- 


ally the Japs would hide from us, | 


then jump out from under cover 


after we passed and charge. us | 


with refusing to salute or bow. 


Though it was’ cloaked in the | 


form of a gruff order, we received 


wonderfully stirring news at Ta- | 
mazato in the late spring of 1943. | 
We were ordered out one day and | 
told that we would have an air | 


raid drill! 


It was our first unexpurgated | 


news that United States forces, 
land, sea and air, were approach- 
ing us. I have never been proud- 
er of being an American than I 
was on that day.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
The Senate today passed by voice 
vote a bill liberalizing loan and 
educational provisions of the G.I. 
| bill of rights, 7 

It rejected, also on voice vote, 
lan amendment by Senator Magnu- 
son (Dem.), Washington, to grant 
widows of men killed in the war 


the same benefits their husbands 
would have received under the 
measure. 

Tailored to meet complaints 
against the original measure ap- 
proved in June, 1944, the Senate 
bill is a complete substitute for 
one passed by the House several 
months ago. 

It proposes several important 
changes in the law under which 
the government guarantees repay- 
men—up to $2000—of half of a 
loan made to a veteran. 

Instead of limiting such loans 
to the “reasonable normal value” 
of the property to be bought, the 
bill would specify only a “reason- 
able” value. Loans also would be 
guaranteed for working capital as 
well as for real estate. 

The time in which a veteran 
could apply for a loan would be 
extended from five years after 
the war to 10 years. The maxi- 
mum term of non-farm loans 
would be increased from 20 years 
to 25, and loans on farms from 
20 to 40 years. 

Age restrictions on education of 
veterans would be wiped out. 

Single veterans getting school- 
jing at government expense would 
receive $65 a month for living ex- 
penses instead of $50. Students 
with dependents would get $90 in- 
stead of $75.

Natchez May Get 
Real Battleship

NATCHEZ, Miss., Nov. 8. 
N ATCHEZ, which yesterday (or 40 years ago) 


went out of the steamboat business and de- 
cided to become a seaport, today yave serious 
thoughts to its prospects for becoming a sort of 
permanent naval 
base. Everything, 
aceording to the 
promoters of the 
plan, looked just as 
bright as it did last 
week — which was 
pretty bright. 


Some of this you 
probably have heard 


before now. If you 
haven't, that only 
proves that you 
don’t live in the 
delta country. 


It all began when 
Secretary Forrestal 
of the Navy men- 
tioned to the Governor of Mississippi that the 
state could have the old battleship Mississippi 
as a souvenir of the war if he wanted it. Mrs. 
J. Balfour Miller, who 13 years ago -started the 
world coming down here to look at the town’s 
beautiful gardens and ante-bellum houses, imme- 
diately called the Governor and offered to take 
the battleship off his hands in the name of the 
Pilgrimage Garden Club. The Governor con- 
fessed himself a bit startled. He had never, he 
said, pictured a garden club with a battleship. 
Mrs. Miller said that she wasn’t acting. selfishly. 
If the municipality of Natchez could have the 
ship that would be all right with her. 

The dazed Governor said he'd see about it. The 
need of Natchez for a battleship was something 
else that hadn't occurred to him until the mo- 
ment of Mrs. Miller’s call.

NATCHEZ, just to refresh your memory, is a 
Mississippi river town where time has been more 
or less standing still since the Federal troops 
moved out at the end of what they call down 
here “The War Between the States.” Because 
Grant had a headquarters here or maybe be- 
cause there wasn’t much fighting in the imme- 
diate vicinity, it wasn’t destroyed and it remains 
the country’s one example of how the old South 
looked and lasted between 1800 and 1860. In the 
days of steamboating on the Mississippi it was 
a roaring town. But the roar and the steam- 
boats both have been long gone. The varying 
fortunes of the community have had no effect 
whatever on its appearance or mode of life. The 
unruffled citizens just continued to sit around 
on the galleries of their ancient mansions under 
the magnolias with nothing much to bother them 
until this battleship business came along. 


= 2 = 


SOME OLD-TIMERS recall that the town 
hasn’t been too lucky in its experiments with 
things maritime. For instance it enjoyed for 
many years after the finish of the steamboating 
a preferential freight rate as a river port. This 
encouraged a lot of wholesale business inasmuch 
as a Natchez firm could deliver goods to points 
almost on the outskirts of Monroe, La., for less 
than a firm in Monroe (which is not a river port) 
could deliver it. 

Natchez as a community thought no more of 
this than it did of any other business—business 
being the last concern of anybody in this region 
—but a few of the wholesalers, acting on their 
own initiative, sought to go still farther. They 
went before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to demand an increase in the preferential. 
The commission then looked into the matter and 
found that the alleged seaport of Natchez didn’t 
have any wharves and hadn't had since Natchez- 
under-the-hill fell into the river in the sixties, The 
preferential rate was canceled and the jobbers 
and distributors joined the rest of the people in 
sitting down and minding their own business,

THE PROMOTERS of the battleship collection

Somebody else mentioned also that there was 
the matter of the Baton Rouge bridge which is 
a little too low for the passage of ocean-going 
ships the size of the Mississippi. But such things, 
as it has been pointed out, are problems that can 
be solved later.

HE return of whipping cream 
Teo the grocer’s refrigerator is 
making a lot of delicious des- 
serts available. One type of des- 
sert that is so easy and so good 


made with whipped cream is the. 


fruit whip. There are several ways 
of preparing the fruit for whips. 
One is to cook the fruit until soft, 
then press it through a colander 
or a food mill to obtain a puree, 
Another is to remove pits, such as 
from cooked prunes, and then chop 
the fruit. 

The prepared fruit is sweetened 
and enough of it is folded into 
stiffly whiped cream to give the 
desired stiffness and also the de- 
sired fruity flavor. Sometimes a 
few dashes of extra flavoring are 
added to make the dessert more 
intriguing. For example, a few 


- drops of almond are added to 


dried apricot whip, a little vanilla 
to dried peach, a sprinkle of 
ground cinnamon to prune, etc. 
The following recipe has some 
new features. 

Prune Whip 


One-half cup cit raw prunes, 
one-halt cup water, three egg 
whites, one teaspoon grated lemon 
rind, two tablespoons lemon juice, 
one-half cup granulated sugar, 
salt; one-half cup heavy cream, 

Cut prune pulp from seed in 
small pieces with scissors. Add 
water and simmer very gently for 
ten minutes. Set aside to cool. 
Combine rest of ingredients ex- 
cept cream in top of a double 
boiler and add to them the cooled 
juice from the prunes, Set over 
hot water and beat with a rotary 
beater for seven to eight minutes, 
until it forms stiff peaks. Remove 
from heat and combine with 
cooked prunes. Set in icebox to 
chill, Beat cream stiff and mix 
into the chilled prune whip. 
Serves six.

NO TAX DISALLOWANCE NOW 
ON UNAPPROVED PAY RISES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP) 
Wage increases granted without 
Government approval after Aug. 
18, 1945, won’t be liable to disal- 
lowance as business costs for in- 
come tax purposes. 

The War Labor Board an- 
nounced the change yesterday. 
Pay increases lacking Government 
approval had been subject to dis- 
allowance as a cost item by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau on WLB 
recommendations. It was one 
means used to prevent manpower 
pirating by indiscriminate wage 
increases during the manpower 
shortage.

Jins several rounds of bidding 
in the process, is probably the 
best of all ways to reach only six- 
odd when a grand slam is abso- 
lutely cold. Observe North’s ill- 
advised haste in today’s deal 
South, dealer, 
North-South vulnerable.

South did not pass to the alx- 
club bid without giving consid- 
able thought to his chances for a 
grand slam, but, as he explained 
later, he restrained himself be- 
cause of the strong possibility 
that there was “duplication of 
values” in the combined hands, 
North’s two bids, he realized, 
would have been amply justified 
by a holding such as 


&Qx x 

9 AKQxx Pique 
or any number of other combina- 
tions lacking the diamond ace, 
and it would be a major tragedy 
to bid seven clubs and lose the 
first trick to the diamond ace. 

Undoubtedly, South’s caution 
was logical, and therefore he was 
not the one to blame for missing 
the grand slam. The culprit was 
North. True, the partnership was 
handicapped by having agreed to 
dispense with any four-no-trump 
slam convention, but even without 
that prop, seven clubs should have 
been reached, and safely. This 
should have been the sequence: 
South North 
1 spade 2 hearts 
3 clubs 4 no trump 
6 clubs 7 clubs 

Though the four no trump 
would carry no arbitrary or arti- 
ficial message, North satill should 
have made that bid for its logical 
implication. What else could it 
mean except diamond control, 
plus a huge hand? If South bid 
only five clubs — he certainly 
would not pass!—North could be 
satisfied with a small slam in 
clubs; but if South jumped to six, 
North could bid seven with as- 
surance,
